It would appear to us. however, that there 
la room for considerable saving of cost in pro¬ 
ducing a number of the official publications of the 
British Columbia Government. 

Wr may not be wrong in suggesting that the

When the meter truck came Into be¬ 
ing a few years ago. says Harvey B 
Firestone, few people ' apprehended 
that truck traffic was going to be a 
very considerable factor in the trans¬ 
port of the future. No one thought 
that the railroads could be superseded 
for freight hauling; least of all did 
the railroads and express companies. 
Home time later the Idea entered the 
minds of both of them; it also enter¬ 
ed the minds of numerous trucksown- 
ern. Still, non# of them realised the 
possibilities. The truck owner did not 
think for a moment that he, with his 
trucks, could compete with the ex¬ 
press companies and tbe railroad com¬ 
panies. It was generally considered 
that they h;«d the monopoly on freight 
and express handling. 

Lessens of War. 

The war changed all that. When 
Verdun was saved, when the defence 
of the great Homme valley was ac¬ 
complished, when the Chateau Thifrry 
victory waa achieved, each one made 
possible by a victory of Allied motors 
over German railroads, the anotor 
truck was put on the map to stay, in 
tbe United Hiatee the railroads were 
•imply flooded with traffic; they 
rouldn t begin to handle the volume. 
They were submerged. Moreover, 
they discovered that their short hauls 
were unprofitable; that the only 
traffic they could handle at a profit 
was the long distance' haul. On the 
other hand, the truck ujrntr, driven 
to It by circumstances beyond his con¬ 
trol. began to convey both freight and 
express consignments by truck. He 
was surprised to find that he could do 
U at a profit, and that he could run 
hie trucks on schedole time. 

At first, of course, the truck gwner 
expected great hostility on the part 
of the railroads. Possibly there was 
some such feeling for a while; but the 
truck owner presently became aware 
that the railroads. Instead of object-. 
tag to truck (raffle, were beginntug to 
welcome It as an adjunct to their owa 
systems. Trucks arc taking away the 
unprofitable short haul from the rail¬ 
roads and making of It a profitable 
haul for themselves. Instead of hurt¬ 
ing the railroads, truck traffic is help¬ 
ing them, by bringing huge amounts, 
or perumame it night, which it would 
otherwise be Impossible to ship, to a 
thousand Junction points all over tbe 
United Stales. • 

Short Hauls. 

A study made by Mr. McAdoo's ad¬ 
ministration experts has shown that 
It rarefy, if ever, pays the railroads to 
1 handle short hauls. During the war, 
JUJ _qo-operation and mutual consent 
truck owners have transferred much 
of this short haul traffic to the high¬ 
ways. As a result freight can, within 
reasonable limits be hauled from the 
door of the shipper to the door of the 
consignee more cheaply than any rail¬ 
road can carry it. As a consequoDoo, 
too. the railroads wilt- hardly build 
many more feeder lines; In fact, the 
state of Kansas has about decided not 
to build any more-electric inter-sub¬ 
urban traction lines. The analysis 
made by the railroad Administration 
proves that most of these feeder tinea 
never have paid and were all the 
while economically unsound. The 
feeder lines of the future will largely 
be highway transport vehicles, gaso¬ 
line driven, running over improved 
mads from the producing NSSUI to 
the shipping points of the railroads, 
trolleys snd Inland waterways, thus 
developing the country .on a broader 
scale and finally tying up every pro¬ 
ducing centre with an ultimate out- 

W- 

Another advantage of motor truck 


transport has to do with the rehand¬ 
ling of goods. The cent of rehandling 
is becoming one of the great problems 
of all transportation experts. Re¬ 
handling involves more labor, possible 
damage to goods, warehousing and de¬ 
lay. Within iu sphere highway trans¬ 
port eliminates these exceptionable 
factors and lends Its value to the geu> 
era I scheme trf transportation.

The Victoria hostel opened Its doors 
for the first time last Saturday. Major 
Simms, the men's social secretary for 
the West, performing the opening 
ceremony. The new hostel Is situate 
on Johnson Street, close to the E. A 
N Railway station, and Is intsnded for 
returned soldiers and sailors only—for 
the men who have no home or friends 
in the .city* or for the ex-service man 
who has Just received his discharge 
and is seeking employment. 

The cordial invitation Inscribed upon 
the portals of the hosjel finds its re¬ 
flection In the cheery atmosphere of 
welcome which pervades the establish¬ 
ment. A big cosy lounge and rest 
room, with an abundance of maga- 
sines and writing material has an ad¬ 
joining smoking-room where lovers of 
"the weed" may* indulge to their heart's 
content. 

Upstairs are the bedrooms and dor¬ 
mitories. Single and double bed- 
- rooms may be had—and in this respect 
I it is Interesting to note that the com- 
I radcsblp engendered by army life is 
reflected In the fact that the single 
rooms are seldom called for—the re¬ 
turned men preferring to share a room 
with a soldier "paL" The rooms are. 
the acme of cleanliness and comfort, 
walls and floor glistening with a new 
coat of pale grey-paint; the beds with 
snowy linen and bright comforter, the 
gay rug upon the floor, and the roomy 
bureau completing the atmosphere of 
Inviting comfort. V.. 

The hostel Is destined to accommo¬ 
date twenty men. and although only 
opened a week ago three men have al- | 
ready taken up their residence. Some 
idea of the -popularity of the hostels I 
throughout Canada may ba gauged by | 
the fact that at Winnipeg the hostel! 
was found-far too small and has now! 
been enlarged ' to accommodate three 
hundred men. while the Vancouver 
home has been filled ever since It 
opened. 

In Capt. Aina ley. who has charge of 
the hostel, the men will find a friend 
Indeed. As a veteran of the 8outh Af¬ 
rican war. he has a keen understand-! 
log of the problems of the man return¬ 
ing to civilian life after army service*. 
While connected with the Army opera¬ 
tions in Vanoouver he come closely In 
touch with ex-service men. His wide 
experience eminently fits him for his 
present position.

ganese. mercury (quicksilver), asphalt, 
bauxite, the source of aluminum, 
nickel bismuth. borax compounds, 
potash salts in springs, materials for 
mwMgMa innitm sliisiMr. rsalgsr 
tin ores, glass materials, gold 
and silver, hematite, magnesium ores, 
not to mention gold and silver. 

Dr. Bryce was one of the leading 
members of the Technical Commission 
tor Canada In 1 * 10 - 11 . That great 
Commission visited Europe, the United 
States and all parts of Canada. 

“The recommendations of the Com¬ 
mission for a grant of three million 
dollars a year for ten years to teach 
science and a knowledge of our re¬ 
sources, In country schools for the 
farmers, and give town and city schol¬ 
ars Ip manufacturing centres knowl¬ 
edge to take up trades to develop our 
uboundant riches In the soils and rock- 
beds of our Canada were not followed. 
Some more progressive centres such as 
Toronto. Hamilton. Brantford, Wood- 
stock on their own account went ahead, 
and have gained great results. Winni¬ 
peg. with the cheap power from Win¬ 
nipeg river, has built two great science 
schools—"Kelvin" and "8t Johns." 
These enterprising schools are doing 
splendid work. Victoria has now a 
great opportunity to become a manu¬ 
facturing city. It will require energy 
•pd bravery as well as some trouble,
